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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To   the  Board  of  Corporators  and   Trustees  of  St 
Luke's  Hospital: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1920.  As  the  inevitable 
result  of  the  lack  of  public  support,  as  is  shown  by 
the  Statement  of  Income,  we  are  confronted  with  a 
loss  of  $20,300.34  as  the  result  of  the  operation  of  the 
Institution  for  the  year. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  has  for  many  years  made  no 
appeals  to  the  public  for  financial  assistance  but  this 
year  it  has  been  impossible  to  meet  the  extremely 
high  cost  of  labor  and  supplies  of  every  kind  with 
ordinary  income  and  if  it  is  to  continue  to  give  a  full 
measure  of  useful  service,  its  friends  must  come  to 
its  assistance.  The  impression  is  prevalent  that  St. 
Luke's  has  a  large  endowment  and  does  not  need 
assistance,  but  this  is  far  from  the  truth  as  the  total 
endowment  is  $689,314.51  all  invested  in  high  grade 
securities  and  real  estate. 

In  this  connection  a  resume  of  the  charitable  in- 
come available  for  current  expenses  will  doubtless  be

At  this  time  ninety  per  cent  of  our  income  is  earned 

from  patients. 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  both  the  number  of 

patients  treated  and  in  the  amount  of  work  done  but 
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we  so  nearly  approximate  the  full  capacity  of  the 
plant  that  any  marked  increase  is  impossible. 

Only  those  in  intimate  touch  with  the  Hospital  and 
its  work  fully  appreciate  its  magnitude  and  scope. 
With  four  hundred  beds  we  treated  9914  indoor 
patients  to  whom  were  furnished  108,422  days  care 
and  treatment.  Of  the  work,  one-third  was  free,  an- 
other third  less  than  cost,  while  one-third  only  pro- 
duced the  net  income  to  apply  on  the  cost  of  main- 
taining free  patients. 

On  December  31st,  1920  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  nurses  were  being  educated,  twenty-one  internes 
were  being  prepared  for  the  practice  of  their  profes- 
sions and  seven  salaried  physicians  were  giving  their 
entire  time  to  the  Hospital. 

In  the  Pathological,  Bacteriology  and  Chemical 
Laboratory  there  is  a  force  of  eleven  paid  full  time 
workers  with  several  others,  giving  part  time  serv- 
ices. Research  work  finds  a  prominent  place  in  this 
Laboratory.  The  X-Bay  Laboratory  employs  five 
workers.  This  department  is  now  equipped  with  a 
powerful  portable  apparatus  furnished  by  the  Emer- 
gency Committee  of  the  Woman's  Board  enabling  us 
to  work  at  the  bedside  when  it  is  impracticable  to 
move  the  patient  to  the  Laboratory.  The  installation 
of  a  Laboratory  for  Electrocardiographic  and  Meta- 
bolism tests  was  also  made  possible  by  the  above 
named  Committee. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  the  keen  and  unselfish 
interest  shown  by  the  Medical  Board  in  a  greater 
measure  perhaps  than  ever  before. 

The  Woman's  Board  and  its  various  Committees 
have  been  very  active  and  the  Hospital  is  greatly  in- 
debted for  valuable  assistance  in  many  directions. 
The  reports  of  the  Committees  will  be  found  inter- 
esting. 

The  Social  Service  Department  now  supported  en- 
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tirely  by  the  Woman's  Board  has  greatly  extended 
its  scope  of  work  and  further  extensions  are  planned. 
Follow-up  Clinics  in  Medicine,  Surgery,  Gynecology 
and  Pediatrics  as  well  as  a  large  Pre-natal  and  Post- 
natal Clinic  have  been  established  and  are  in  success- 
ful operation.  The  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  also  greatly 
benefited  by  the  assistance  of  this  Department. 

All  of  the  other  Committees  have  displayed  great 
interest  and  their  efforts  are  fully  appreciated. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  viewed  from  any  but  the 
financial  angle  is  more  than  satisfactory. 

The  "Seymour  Coman  Fund  for  Laboratory  Re- 
search" and  assistance  from  the  "Peck  Memorial 
Fund"  have  enabled  Dr.  E.  L.  Hirsch,  Director  of  the 
Laboratories,  and  Dr.  Williams  to  carry  on  research 
work  which  has  produced  results  of  definite  value.

EFFICIENCY  METHODS  APPLIED  TO  THE 
PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  attending  staff  of 
the  hospital  determined  to  develop  the  professional 
work  to  the  highest  possible  degree  of  efficiency.  The 
details  of  this  program  were  delegated  to  an  efficiency 
committee  chosen  from  various  services.  Once  a 
month  the  committee  examines  on  an  average  of  ten 
medical  records  from  each  service  and  computes  the 
average  rating  for  each  service,  with  comments  and 
criticisms  on  the  quality  of  the  work  performed. 
These  ratings  are  compiled  in  the  form  of  a  monthly 
bulletin  which  is  read  to  the  staff  and  later  posted 
on  the  board  in  the  staff  room  and  in  the  internes ' 
quarters.  At  the  same  time  the  individual  internes 
are  marked  and  their  records  posted.'  The  case  rec- 
ords are  marked  on  the  following  points: 

(1)  The  history  of  the  patient,  including  the 
family  history,  previous  illnesses,  habits  of  living,  and 
the  immediate  complaints. 

(2)  The  physical  examination,  having  regard  to 
thoroughness  and  discernment. 

(3)  Completeness  of  laboratory  examinations,  in- 
cluding chemical  and  microscopic  tests,  blood  analysis, 
x-ray  studies,  metabolic  determinations,  bacteriological 
cultures,  etc.,  depending  on  the  requirements  of  the 
individual  case. 

(4)  Description  of  operations  and  the  evidences 
found  at  operation,  either  confirming  or  not  confirm- 
ing the  diagnosis. 

(5)  Progress  made  at  frequent  intervals  during 
the  stay  of  the  patient  in  the  hospital,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  all  complications  and  the  treatment  adminis- 
tered. 

(6)  The  diagnosis,  both  at  the  beginning  of  treat- 
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merit  and  at  the  time  of  patient's  discharge  from  the 
hospital. 

As  a  general  rule  it  has  been  found  that  a  definite 
relationship  exists  between  the  quality  of  a  record  and 
the  quality  of  the  professional  work  performed.  Con- 
sequently improvement  of  the  records  in  thoroughness 
and  intelligence  is  directly  reflected  on  the  skill  and 
care  received  by  the  patient. 

The  standards  of  professional  work  in  a  hospital 
depend  upon  several  groups  of  individuals  who  must 
co-ordinate  their  efforts  in  the  care  and  cure  of  the 
patient.  On  each  service  the  attending  physician  or 
surgeon  sets  the  pace  for  the  internes  and  both  physi- 
cians and  internes  inspire  the  nurses.  The  success  of 
each  sendee,  therefore,  is  dependent  upon  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  team  as  a  whole.  Oftentimes  the  cred- 
itable performance  of  a  team  is  marred  by  the  in- 
difference or  laziness  of  one  or  more  members  of  the 
group.  The  discovery  and  exposure  of  individual 
carelessness  as  well  as  the  commendation  for  excel- 
lence has  gradually  brought  about  a  spirit  of  friendly 
rivalry  and  competition  that  has  done  much  to  elevate 
our  standards. 

The  accompanying  composite  graph  illustrates  this 
upward  trend.  At  the  beginning  of  the  experiment 
a  year  ago  the  average  markings  of  all  services  in 
the  hospital  was  59  per  cent,  which  is  not  at  all  cred- 
itable. A  steady  monthly  improvement  is  shown,  that 
for  the  last  three  months  has  run  near  the  90  per  cent 
level.  Today  our  records  and  routine  work  will  bear 
favorable  comparison  with  those  of  the  best  institu- 
tions. For  the  benefit  of  the  patients  and  for  the 
study  and  investigation  of  disease  they  will  furnish 
material  of  great  value.

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds 
in  the  open  wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for 
any  sum  which  they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means 
as  free  patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  gov- 
erning the  admission  of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be 
given  unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES. 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose 
presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
other  patients. " 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicans  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged."

AS    TO 

ENDOWED    ROOMS   AND    BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate 
the  occupants  of  the  room. 

A  donation  of  $25,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occu- 
pants of  the  room  during  the  lifetime  of  the  endower. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be 
understood  to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient 
at  a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms 
are  occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good 
bed  or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  sub- 
jects  for  such   charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
NURSING. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital: 

The  thirty-sixth  annual  report  of  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital School  of  Nursing  for  the  year  1920,  or  as  it 
might  be  termed,  the  readjustment  period.  Lahoir 
conditions  have  improved  and  while  the  competent 
maid  with  a  sense  of  responsibility,  is  still  past  his- 
tory, yet  the  supply  more  nearly  meets  the  demand, 
thus  relieving  the  nurse  of  duties  she  was  so  often 
forced  to  assume. 

The  nursing  schedule  has  been  readjusted,  giving 
every  student  a  half  day  on  Sunday  as  well  as  a  half 
day  during  the  week,  also  to  the  night  nurses  three 
changing  days,  enabling  many  of  them  to  spend  the 
week  end  at  home. 

During  the  year,  students  attended  the  Public 
Health  courses  given  by  the  School  of  Civics,  the 
University  of  Chicago,  and  the  Town  and  County 
Nursing  Service.  These  opportunities  were  very 
much  appreciated  by  the  nurses,  and  it  is  a  keen  re- 
gret that  the  shortage  of  students  renders  it  impos- 
sible to  continue. 

The  scope  of  work  of  the  School  Committee  of  the 
Woman's  Board,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Bor- 
land has  materially  broadened,  not  only  have  they 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  graduating  exer- 
cises, and  the  music  for  the  monthly  social  evenings, 
but  have  refurnished  and  redecorated  the  nurse's 
dining  room,  with  a  separate  dining  room  for  the 
graduate  nurses  on  private  duty.  New  dishes  were 
purchased,  and  arrangements  made  to  replace  the  un- 
avoidable breakage.  The  improvement  brought  about 
by  these  changes  seems  almost  incredible,  both  in  the 
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morale  of  the  nurses,  and  those  responsible  for  the 
service. 

The  students  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Pirie,  through 
whose  generosity  we  are  able  to  carry  on  the  gym- 
nasium classes,  also  the  members  of  the  Women's 
Board  and  friends  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  who  so 
often  demonstrate  their  thought  for  the  pleasure  and 
happiness  of  the  nurses  by  sending  their  Concert  and 
Opera  tickets. 

The  Alumnae  Association  went  over  the  top  in  their 
gift  to  the  Florence  Nightingale  School  of  Nursing 
to  be  erected  at  Bordeaux,  France,  in  memory  of  the 
American  Nurses  who  gave  their  lives  in  Service  dur- 
ing the  World  War. 

The  personnel  of  the  School  Staff  has  changed  by 
the  resignation  of  Miss  Beaton  and  Miss  Roose,  both 
leaving  the  profession  to  be  married,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  Miss  Forest  and  Miss  Boyington.

Pupil  special  nurses  will  be  furnished  when  they  are  available  at 
the  rate  of  $25.00  per  week  with  no  charge  for  board.

REPORT  OF  LABORATORIES— PATHOLOGICAL- 
BACTERIOLOGY— CHEMICAL. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  exam- 
inations made  by  the  laboratory  during  the  past  year. 
This  is  particularly  true  as  regards  the  number  of 
chemical  examinations  of  the  blood  by  which  the 
amounts  of  such  waste  products  as  urea,  uric  acid, 
etc. — substances  passed  out  of  the  body  under  condi- 
tions of  health — have  been  determined  quantitatively. 
These  determinations  have  been  especially  helpful  to 
the  attending  physicians  in  enabling  them  to  recog- 
nize chronic  disease  of  the  kidneys,  or  other  diseases 
accompanied  by  disturbances  of  metabolism,  and  for 
the  proper  differentiation  of  these  diseases  from  one 
another. 

Among  the  new  additions  to  the  laboratory  equip- 
ment is  an  apparatus  for  the  measuring  the  amount 
of  oxygen  made  use  of  by  the  body  in  breathing  for 
a  given  period  and  while  resting.  This  has  an  impor- 
tant relation  to  the  ability  of  the  body  to  make  use  of 
nourishment.  For  example,  with  certain  forms  of 
goiter,  the  consumption  or  burning  of  oxygen  by  the 
body  is  greatly  increased,  whereas  in  other  forms  it 
is  lessened. 

Another  valuable  addition  by  the  Emergency  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman's  Board  to  the  equipment  of  the 
laboratory  is  an  electrical  apparatus  for  recording 
the  action  of  the  heart  in  a  graphic  way  (charts). 
With  this  instrument,  known  as  the  electrocardio- 
graph, small  variations  from  the  normal  which  other- 
wise might  escape  observation  are  detected  and  the 
physician  may  more  readily  recognize  disease  of  the 
heart. 
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Another  instrument  recently  purchased  for  the 
laboratory  also  by  the  Emergency  Committee  of  the 
"Woman's  Board  measures  with  marvelous  accuracy 
the  acidity  of  fluids.  It  is  an  important  and  highly 
valuable  addition  to  the  laboratory  for  it  is  believed 
by  physicians  that  minute  changes  in  the  chemical 
reaction  of  the  blood  accompany  certain  diseases.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
Chicago. 

Gentlemen  : — A  prominent  writer  and  lecturer  on 
present  day  conditions  maintains  with  much  vigor 
that  the  man  who  ignores  spiritual  values  is  headed 
for  disaster.  "The  insanity  of  modern  life,"  says 
he,  "is  its  indifference  to  moral  values."  If  this  be 
true  in  the  ordinary  concerns  of  life,  how  vital  is  it 
in  professions  where  life  and  death  are  involved  as 
an  issue?  Many  scientific  men  are  coming  to  realize 
more  and  more  the  importance  of  the  mental  attitude 
even  in  the  physiological  and  economic  sphere. 

Twenty-one  years  experience  in  this  work  has  dem- 
onstrated to  me  most  clearly  the  very  great  impor- 
tance of  high  spiritual  development,  Christian  sym- 
pathy and  love,  a  Christianized  personality  in  those 
who  minister  to  the  physical  and  mental  ailments  of 
mankind.  Reasonable  consideration  for  a  patient's 
religious  beliefs,  proper  spiritual  preparation,  helps 
to  such  co-operation  with  the  physician  and  nurse  as 
leads  to  the  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  function  of  the  Chaplain,  as  I  understand  it,  is 
to  introduce  the  Divine  element  into  the  work  which 
will  increase  the  efficiency  of  those  who  minister  and 
result  in  the  spiritual  as  well  as  the  physical  welfare 
of  those  ministered  unto. 

It  is  evident  that  the  material  needs  of  the  Hospital 
call  for  the  financial  support  of  all  philanthropic 
Churchmen  and  other  friends  if  she  is  to  keep  pace 
with  like  institutions  in  accommodations,  equipment 
and  scientific  research.  So  if  the  spiritual  element, 
the  Church  influence,  is  not  to  wane,  we  must  have 
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the  moral  support  of  spiritually  minded  Churchmen. 
Therefore,  would  I  bespeak  for  St.  Luke's  a  properly 
sustained,  active  interest  and  support  on  the  part  of 
Churchmen  and  others  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the 
work  the  Hospital  was  organized  to  do,  especially 
those  who  send  their  daughters  here  to  be  trained  and 
those  who  look  to  St.  Luke's  for  trained  Churchwomen 
to  supervise  the  work  in  kindred  institutions. 

The  higher  the  spiritual  standard  we  can  maintain, 
the  more  satisfactory  will  be  the  services  rendered  to 
all  concerned. 

During  the  year,  the  daily  Chapel  services  have 
been  conducted  as  usual  as  also  the  customary  ward 
services.  My  attention  has  been  given  chiefly  to  visit- 
ing patients  and  ministering  to  them  in  such  ways  as 
were  helpful.  Follow-up  work  by  correspondence  has 
claimed  much  of  my  time. 

Among  my  official  acts  to  report  are  four  Baptisms, 
eight  Burials,  five  Marriages,  forty-two  Celebrations 
of  the  Holy  Communion  on  Sundays,  fifty-seven  on 
Holy  Days  and  Week  Days  and  one  hundred  and  forty 
Communions  administered  in  private.  I  presented 
one  person  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation. 

As  in  years  past,  the  Woman's  Board  and  other 
friends  of  the  Hospital  have  placed  me  under  great 
obligations  for  books  and  periodicals  donated  to  the 
Chapel  Library  for  the  use  of  patients  and  others.  I 
am  under  special  obligation  to  Dr.  Sydney  Walker 
for  a  generous  donation  in  the  interest  of  the  children 
of  the  Florence  Ward.

THERAPY.

Director  from  June  14,  1920  to  Dec.  31,  1920— Mrs.  Mary  Abbey. 

The  aim  of  this  Department  is  curative.  For  example,  if  an  occu- 
pation can  be  found  for  a  man  with  an  injured  hand  which  will  give 
exercise  to  muscles  which  need  it,  we  are  contributing  to  his  cure 
and  at  the  same  time  taking  his  mind  off  his  troubles  and  shortening 
the  long  hours  of  convalescence. 

Our  patients  do  not  remain  with  us  long  enough  to  take  up  voca- 
tional work  but  in  many  cases  what  they  have  learned  in  the  Hospi- 
tal has  opened  a  way  to  a  vocation. 

One  notable  case  was  that  of  a  railroad  worker,  injured  while  doing 
track  work.  He  learned  basketry  while  with  us  and  became  so  clever 
that  we  were  able  to  place  him  with  a  good  wicker  work  concern  at 
an  excellent  salary  when  he  left  the  Hospital. 

If  we  can  encourage  the  patients  and  make  them  more  cheerful 
and  happy  while  they  are  ill  and  give  them  the  point  of  view  that 
there  is  no  one  so  ill  or  crippled  that  he  or  she  cannot  find  some  form 
of  work  from  which  gain  and  pleasure  may  be  derived,  we  have 
accomplished  much. 

One  of  the  reasons  Occupational  Therapy  is  so  interesting  to  the 
worker  is  that  one  sees  immediate  results.

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The  Elizabeth  Wallace  Waller  Loan  Fund  has  not 
been  used  to  the  extent  that  we  had  expected  but  with 
the  change  in  the  economic  situation  with  the  attend- 
ing unemployment  the  demand  will  be  greatly  increased 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  during  the  coming  year  it 
will  be  found  most  useful  and  necessary  in  meeting 
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the  needs  of  patients  embarrassed  by  illness  or  injury. 

While  we  are  unable  to  give  the  details  of  the  work 
of  the  Motor  Corps  of  which  Mrs.  Eichard  S.  Folsom 
is  Chairman,  we  may  state  that  the  matter  of  trans- 
portation of  patients  by  automobile  has  been  amply 
provided  for  and  that  the  work  of  our  visitors  has 
been  greatly  facilitated. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Insull  and 
others,  the  children  in  the  Hospital  have  been  given 
rides  through  the  parks  and  suburbs  each  week  and 
Wednesday  is  known  to  them  as  "Automobile  Day". 
The  children  in  the  Florence  and  Observation  Wards 
have  also  to  thank  Mrs.  Insull  for  several  very  enjoy- 
able parties  and  for  books,  toys  and  victrola  records. 

From  our  clothes  closet  we  have  been  able  to  outfit 
a  great  many  discharged  patients.

FOLLOW-UP  CLINICS. 

Many  patients  entering  the  Hospital  are  dependent 
on  their  own  efforts  for  their  support  and  in  some 
cases  a  family  is  also  dependent  upon  them.  Their 
stay  in  the  Hospital  and  any  subsequent  disability  is 
directly  or  indirectly  a  charge  on  the  community.  Fre- 
quently and  especially  in  cardiac  cases,  a  patient  may 
be  admitted  again  and  again,  because  of  a  return  of 
s}7mptoms  consequent  upon — lack  of  care,  unsuitable 
employment  or  improper  home  conditions. 

We  feel  that  the  full  duty  of  the  Hospital  compre- 
hends more  than  treating  the  patients  to  the  best  of 
our  ability  while  in  the  Hospital  and  that  we  should 
make  an  effort  to  keep  them  well  afterward.  With 
this  in  mind  we  have  established  follow-up  clinics; 
one  for  each  of  the  principal  ward  services,  to  which 
the  patient  is  asked  to  return  at  intervals  for  ob- 
servation, additional  service  and  advice.  The  main 
object  is  to  teach  the  patient  to  keep  wTell  or  in  the 
best  possible  condition.     Home  conditions,  the  char- 
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acter  of  employment  and  other  factors  having  to  do 
with  health  are  investigated  and  defects  corrected 
when  possible. 

The  Pre-natal  Clinic  was  instituted  to  examine,  ad- 
vise and  care  for  prospective  mothers.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  results  to  the  mother  and  infant  are 
beneficial  in  a  most  marked  degree.  Our  main  diffi- 
culty is  that  the  number  of  patients  who  attend  this 
clinic  is  beginning  to  exceed  the  capacity  of  the 
Maternity  Ward. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
is  far  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present  personnel  of 
the  Social  Service  Department.
